The  consensus  of  opinion  was  that  this  preparation  effort  would 
continue  until  completed  and  the  unfavorable  monsoon  weather  had  set  in.  .it 
that  tine  the  Ntyi/'C,  in  conjunction  with  local  forces,  would  launch  wide¬ 
spread  local  harrassing  attacks  to  tie  down  reaction  forces  while  the  main 

if  fort  would  attack  PLBI  Ml  US  A?  Cano,  DUC  CO  U33F  Camp  and  the  LA  THANH 
District  Headquarters,  The  nonsoon  period  with  low  ceilings  and  reduced  visi¬ 
bility  would  hinder  any  air  mobile  operations  in  the  area.  The  ground  traf- 
ficnbility  would  bo  reduced  by  the  rains  and  ncchanized  or  notorized  units 
operating  in  the  vicinity  would  also  bo  hindered,  Binco  firm  specific  enemy 
information  was  not  available,  the  initial  bases  were  oriented  on  terrain  that 
was  suspected  as  possible  areas  of  VC  activity.

Cav  captured  a  VCC  after  having  made  contact  with  an  unknown  number  of  VC  and 
killin'  seven.

Later  another  VCC  surrendered  and  said  that 
he  ’/as  a  d  sorter  from  the  20th  Company  (Transportation),  33rd  -iogt ,  which  was 
located  west  of  CT-IU  FONG  Mountain.  That  night  in  the  sane  general  area  (YA  712 
268),  ..  Company  l/l2  Cav  sprang  an  ambush  which  resulted  in  one  VC  XIA(BC)  -and  5 
VC  :GA  (  1?),  During  a  search  of  the  ambush  site  a  bundle  of  200,000  piasters 
in  500  piaster  notes  was  found*  however,  no  documents  explaining  the  purpose  of 
the  money  were  uncovered,  Dxccpt  for  the  one  VC  IGA  reported  by  Company  l/l2 
Cav  vicinity  YA  712269  and  29  March  there  was  no  significant  .activity.  On  t’’is 
day  the  battalions  had  cleared  their  respective  areas  And  the  1st  Brigade  pre¬ 
pared  to  continue  operations  to  the  east. 
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(2)  CONCLUSIONS*  During  the  initial  phase  of  Operation  LINCOLN  no 
extensive  series  of  trails,  each ;s,  rest  areas,  or  fortifications  wore  found, 
that  would  indicate  an  inninent  attack  being  staged  in  the  .area.  The  area 
had  indications  of  past  NVA/'rC  activity  but  most  of  it  s coned  to  be  residue 
from  the  DUO  CO  Operations  of  August  and  November,  'f he  contacts  mde  n^ar  YA  712 
268  wore  close  to  tho  SAN  River  w’-'ich  ha3  boon  long  recognized  as  .an  infil¬ 
tration  route  fron  X0NTU11  to  CHU  PONG .  Although  A  Company  l/l2  Ca.v  remained  in 
that  area  for  three  days,  it  did  not  contact  any  of  the  IFM/VC  unit  3  reportedly 
novi ng  through  the  area.  None  of  the  VC  ILL.  wer  identified  as  to  unit  or 
mission  at  this  time,  'Dhc  7CC  report  of  tho  2nd  Bn,  lAlst  Regt  moving  south¬ 
west  fron  XONTUII  to  CHTJ  TONG  was  not  confirmed  by  later  contact  in  tho  area.

(l)  OPJT.llTIOYSs  The  second  phase  of  Operation  LINCOLN  was  conducted 
in  the  area  south  of  CHIT  PONG  Mountain  to  the  YA  LOi‘  River  during  the  period 
30  Par'-  8  April.  Thu  initial  area  of  operations  was  bounded  by  tho  Cambodian 
Border,  the  YA  LOP  River  to  YA  931800,  the  Lx  IIRUR  River  to  Y7  972930*  and  vest 
to  tho  border.  Later  the  area  was  extended  north  i  'to  tho  protected  western 
valley  of  the  TTU  PONG  Mountain. 

Interest  in  this  area  began  on  20  March  when  the  l/9  Cav  captured  two  VCC 
near  Y7  93q799  who  identified  their  unit  as  the  jth  and  6th  3atta]ions,  320th 
Regiment,  further  questioning  indicat  d  that  they  wore  part  of  a  replacement 
packet  for  t’’0  32nd  NVA  Regiment.  On  30  March  at  1540  hours  near  Y7  863876 
.1  Troop,  1/9  Cav  rifle  platoon  captured  a  VCC  who  stated  that  there  were  "1,000 
VC"  in  the  area.  This  ar-  a.  was  well  fortified  and  until  then  had  been  very 
quiet.  The  VC  opened  fire  and  A  Conpany  l/l2  v/as  dispatched  to  help  cxtr.act 
-I  Troop  1/9  Cav  rifle  platoon.  During  the  extraction  the  VCC  was  killed  in  a 
helicopter  crash  and,  although  the  rifle  ml  a  to  on  'was  extracted,  the  infantry  com¬ 
pany  cane  under  increasing  fire  .and  could  not  be  extracted.  It  was  estimated 
to  be  in  contact  with  a  reinforced  battalion.  iho  rC  in  the  area  were  wearing 
fPA.  t-po  00  or  khaki  uniforms  and  seemed  to  bo  moving  in  a  northwesterly  direc¬ 
tion  towards  CHIT  PONG  Mountain.  On  31  I  larch  the  contact  was  exploited  and  the 
entire  l/l2  Cav  wa3  committed.  During  the  day  4  VCC  wore  taken  .and  tho  2nd  Bn, 

6th  Rogt,  207th  Div  and  the  "Now"  18th  Regt  wore  identified  as  their  parent  units. 
Two  of  the  VCC  could  not  bo  interrogated  and  their  units  wore  not  identified. 
Documents  found  during  tho  day  later  confirmed  the  18th  Regt  as  being  -a  separate 
unit  fron  the  two  other  units  also  known  as  tho  18th  Regt*  Based  on  fortifications 
and  ’rC  sightings  in  the  ar;a  it  v/as  -stinated  that  there  v/as  a  battalion  .long 
tho  lino  Y"r  8°88  to  YT  8381.  Later  during  the  day  tho  estimate  of  ;nomy  forces 
in  the  ar-a  increased  to  two  battalions,  The  l/°  Cav  located  major  rout:s  of 
egress  along  tho  YA  LOP  River  west  frori  Y7  9078.  °omc  conno  wire  running  into 
Cambodia  was  found  st  YV  865884  and  YV  844900. 

On  April- 1  a  Police  of  the'  31  March,  b  attic  -  ar  a  began#  rhe  ext  ern!  *f  tho 
fortified  area  began  to  cotio  to  light  when  3  Comoany  1/12  Cav  reported  800-900 
positions  vicinity  YV  865825.  One  VCC  of  2  VCC  captured  claimed  his  unit-  as  the 
7th  Bn,  56th  Regt^  Tho  other  could  not  be  interrogated  duo  to  wounds.  Indications 
of  gr -on  rC  troops  -'era  beginning  to  accumulate  as  'rC  dead  were  found  in  hasty 
graves  with  weapons  and  the  battle  ax -a  h.ad  v/e, aeons  abandoned  on  it. 
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On  2  "‘pril  the  *rG  launched,  a  mortar  attack  of  abo’’t  20  rounds  of  82nn 
mortar  on  D  Company  l/l2  Cav  at  Y7  855005*  -L  scout  patrol  out  during  the 
sane  period  observed  a  TrC  Company  move  from  the  vest  to  the  ast  at  night. 

The  l/l2  Cav  made  several  contacts  with  an  estimated  platoon  size  unit  during 
the  afternoon. 

B  Company  2/8  Cav  working  down  the  Y.P  LOP  .‘liver  near  YV  947757  observed 
two  groups  of  about  15  7C  going  west  and  attempted  to  engage  ohen  with  negative 
results, 

latoon  size  "rC  contact  again  was  nado  on  3  -*pril  with  C  Comany  l/l2  Cav 
near  Y7  860892  and  the  action  continued  sporadically  throughout  the  day. 

On  4  ••‘pril  the  1/9  Cav  interdicted  the  route  of  egress  along  the  YA  LOT 
Biver  near  TF  827719  and  killed  43  VC  by  body  count,  The  VC  wore  moving  in  the 
ope*  and  were  not  mailing  any  attempt  to  defend  thon3 elves  from  either  the  l/i 
Cav  or  the  T.J.C  .'ir  strikes.  C  Company  l/l2  Cav  found  a  quantity  of  enemy  sup¬ 
plies  including  "one  tine  code  pads"  and  3  511  radios.  5  and  6  -ipril  saw 
light  contact  during  sweeps  of  the  battle  area.  On  6  April  it  was  concluded 
that  major  enemy  elements  had  withdrawn  into  Cambodia  and  though  capable  of  at¬ 
tacking  in  up  to  three  battalion  strength,  the  possibility  was  considered  very 
slight. 

On  7  •“•pril  eneny  activity  was  characterized  by  contact  with  squad  size 
and  smaller  element:,  and  except  for  chance  contacts  this  phase  of  the  operation 
was  over  and  units  started  closing  in  the  Brigade  Base  at  01313. 

(2)  CONCLTT 3IOAT3»  The  second  phase  of  Operation  LIVCCLM  was  charac¬ 
terized  by  extensive  enemy  contact  in  the  l/l2  Cav  area.  The  other  two  battalions 
ar  as  experienced  minor  contact. 

*hc  l/l2  Cav  area  of  operations  was  well  fortified  and  is  believed  to  bo 
a  regimental  CP  and  bivouac  area.  Although  3 one  fighting  bunkers  wore  found, 
thc  majority  were  simly  protective  bunkers  and  fortifications.  Two  occasions 
on  :>0  Kerch  and  several  instances  later  indicated  that  although  the  JA./7C  had 
a  . 50cal/l2. 7nn  ill  capo’  ilityi,  'There  was  no  fire  directed  against  aircraft. 
Indications  were  insufficient  to  estimate!  the  number  ' of  these  weapons  or’  size^of _ 
Ah  unit  mentioned.  Although  tho  area  was-  extensively  tisod  there  wore  no  specific 
preparations  for  a  monsoon  offensive* 

ihc  VTA/V C  line  of  drift  did  not  offer  any  one  conclusion  as  to  their  prin¬ 
ciple  direction  of  effort,  Tho  two  replacements  for  thc  32nd  legt  were  moving 
north  most  coward  CHIT  'ONG  Ibuntain  which  apparently  was  a  result  of  3rd  Bdo, 

25th.  Division  activity,  '/hen  pressure  wa3  applied  the  units  generally  moved  into 
Cambodia  utilizing  several  crossing  points  1  for  the  most  part  thc  units  moving 
west  wore  guiding  on  'ordain  features  with  the  YA  LOP  diver  on  thc  south  and  0~U 
POTTO  Fountain  on  the  north  forming  thc  channel.  One  conpny  size  element  wa3  oh»< 
served  to  rove  from  west  to  east  on  tho  night  of  1  -  2  ..pril. 

The  actions  of  thc  NVA/YC  Troops  suggested  that  they  were  either  in  battle 
for  tho  first  time  or  had  not  yet  boon  trained,  Their  methods  of  movement, 
contact,  and  lack  of  direction  all  supported  this.  Also  -an  additional  indication 
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was  the  fact  that  in  several  instances  the  battlefield  v/as  not  policed  of  H7h  .'C 
weapons  end  dead  even  though  the  action  permitted  it.  ievcral  of  the  VC  dead 
were  buried  with  their  weapons,  ,J-he  action  of  4  H?ril  by  the  1/9  Gav,  in  which 
the  ITu*/ VC  did  not  take  even  the  most  rudimentary  defense  ngainst  .air  strikes, 
is  another  indication  of  the  presence  of  now  troops. 

areas  of  specific  interest  are  the  two  separate  reports  of  a  camouflaged 
road  being  constructed  from  ’forth  VIGTHUl,  through  L.-03,  to  C.JE30DI.i,  end  join¬ 
ing  Highway  19.  The  7CC  who  were  ncssengers  attached  to  the  28th  -Vnyr  Co,  15th 
Cngr  ‘In,  3'Mth  Div  corroborated  thi3. 

.'nothcr  point  Mentioned  by  two  prisoners  is  that  they  were  instructed  not 
to  tell  anything  about  their  unit  if  captured.  This  is  a  now  attitude  fron  the 
one  for  nod  during  the  ?‘«GI  Ifl  -  I,i  DTJKJ  Valley  Operations  and  Operation  1JT.3.71. 

d.  .Supporting  .fancies: 

(1)  Psychological  operations  wore  used  extensively  on  Operation  1IITC  Li7, 
although  no  concrete  results  of  psychological  operations  could  bo  specified, 

all  prisoners  interrogated  wore  aware  of  the  programs  and  several  indicated  that 
the  psychological  operation  efforts  were  having  effect.  It  is  still  advisable 
for  the  aircraft  to  have  an  audio  chock  over  a  ground  station  to  adjust  the  vol- 
unc  and  altitude  prior  to  the  Mission.  Is  the  Missions  became  norc  frequent,  the 
pilots  became  More  conscientious  about  on'  oring  the  proper  nets  for  instructions 
about  artillery  fire  control.  iJoychological  operation  ground  teams  wore  not  used 
duo  to  lack  of  indigenous  population. 

(2)  Infra-red  flights  were  of  limited  value  duo  to  the  evening  thunder 
storms  and  many  fires  within  the  operational  area.  Whether  on  purpose  or  by 
accident,  several  I’l  runs  were  washed  out  by  extensive  ground  firo3.  In  these 
ins  t  use  os  a  visual  observation  should  have  been  made  to  see  if  tho  fires  had  . 
any  p  -  ttefn.  It  would  be  better  if  the  C-2  Air  gave  negative  reports  when 
missions  were  unsuooessful,  as  units 'will  continue  to  await  results  until  in¬ 
formed. 

(3)  ’feather  teams  currently  attached  to  the  brigades  are  very  limited 
in  scope.  The  members  cannot  advise  or  forecast,  they  can  only  give  an  observa¬ 
tion  and  read  tho  forecast  prepared  by  a  forecasting  station,  ^incc  the  prepared 
forecasts  arc  readable  by  the  3—2 1  s  and  .arc  sent  out  by  radio  or  dT'i’,  the  weather 
teams  provide  only  9  messenger  link.  Unless  the  forecasting  capability  is  iven 
to  these  teams  tho  toans  are  of  negligible  v  luc  and  should  not  bo  attached  for 
future  oner at ions. 

(l)  Photo  Coverage  was  .adequate  although  there  v/as  a  shortcoming  which 
v/as  not  worked  out  until  tho  operation  vvas  nearly  over.  The  ohotos  wore  being 
used  .as  rvap  sum  'laments  and  proved  very  valuable.  This  v/as  brought  out  early  in 
tho  operation  but  unfortunately  the  nap  supplement  photos  were  given  low  priority 
In  particular  the  tooo.rra.ohic  maps  did  not  show  the  cleared  or  burned  .areas,  or 
details  of  stream  banks;  photos  provided  this  information. 

.1  second  factor  was  that  the  brigade  units  did  not  have  enough  tine  to  re- 
qu  st  spot  photography  to  be  of  assistance  during  operations.  The'  warning  order 
to  execution  tine  simply  was  not  long  enough  or  the  photo  cycle  not  fast  enough. 
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-It  a  nothod  of  getting  .at  loast  sane  -ihoto  coverage,  tho  units  would  request 
a.  basio  coverage  of  the  entire  area  in  three  copies.  A  syaten  of  rapid  delivery; 
proofs- with  scloctod  reprints  rvado  by  a  high  speed  ayston  is  a  solution.  The 
l/25,000  CO^rDO'jTIlL  photo  riap  was  found  to  be  of  /pro at  assistance.  For  future 
operations  one  per  battalion  and  briyr.de  headquarters  is  rocon ’ended. 

(5)  diTO  activities  were  not  as  productive  as  in  past  operations.  T'ni3 
see  nod  attributable  to  the  IP/h/YC  using  tele-shone  co-vtunications  to  a  greater 
dorr 00  than  before  and  the  .distance  and  location  of  tho  RRU  tcari3  with  respect 
to  the  areas  of  contact.  -Avon  fron  higher  headquarters  negligible  XIU  results 
were  reported. 

'(>)  Scout  dog  terms  were  attached  to  tho  naneuver  battalions,  ‘t'ho  dog 
and  handler  were  not  given  good  working  conditions  as  contact  when  na.de  was 
generally  so  violent  that  the  scout  dog  and  handler  .  could  not  work.  In  areas 
of  no  contact  there  r'ore  no  hidden  NYA/YC  to  be  discovered.

the  unit  representatives  returned  to  their  own  units  to  complete  planning  and 
coordination,  A  final  brigade  briefing  was  conducted  on  the  afternoon  of  2  1 
March  end  H-Hour  was  confirmed  as  250700  March  for  the  start  of  the  deploy.!  .nt 
west  from  AN  KHC.
